Employers’ <cale of compensation should be adopted

to cover injuries sustained by employes. 
Again. : 


During the last session Congress author- 
ized the creation of a commission to make an inquiry. 

The work of the commission will be three-fold. 

It will insure the development of means for better 
safeguarding the lives and limbs of railroad employes 
and others engaged in the business of transporting 
commerce and passengers. 

Legislation to this end will lead to the enactment of 
similar legislation by states. 

It may lead to the adoption.of a humane system for 
providing compensation for heirs of employes killed 
or for those who have suffered injuries in their work, 
without recourse to litigation. 

Congress ‘has passed a constitutional Employers’ 
Liability Act, which abolishes the fellow servant doc- 
trine and makes the interstate commerce employer 
liable for accidents, even when caused by defects of 
which the employe ‘had knowledge and was liable 
in a comparative degree through contributory negli- 
gence. Officials of the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion incline to the opinion that this affords as much re- 
lief as railroad employes can ask and is much more 
advantageous than would be a workmen’s compensa- 
tion law. Under the latter, it is asserted, the tendency 
would be to fix an arbitrary sum, which would be the 
minimum a man or his heirs possibly could hope for. 
In England, for instance, the eompensation paid to 
relatives of a workman who has been killed is the 
amount of three years’ pay. 

The economic condition of the plaintiff usually re- 
quires him to bring suit upon a contingent fee basis, 
with the result that in many cases a small proportion 
of the damages is recovered by the person actually in- 
jured. The employer, on his side, is put to the ex- 
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pense of defending, his interests and frequently has to 
maintain a claims department with a staff of attorneys, 
or to escape his liability, he takes out an insurance 
policy with premiums based upon his pay roll and the 
risks of his work. Such a condition does not lead to 
that harmonious co-operation between employers and 
employes which is necessary in well organized society. 
Recognition of this fact has resulted in the abolition of 
the fellow servant principle. This principle, first laid 
down in England, held that the employer was not re- 
sponsible for accidents to his employes which were 
due to the carelessness of his fellow employes. 

Many of the great industrial corporations of the 
country have provided means for the compensation of 
employes when accident happens, whether such acci- 
dent be the result of contributory negligence or other- 
wise. A number of states have taken up the subject 
and have made investigations to devise a scheme which 
will insure industrial justice. The attitude of the 
country is best described perhaps by the following 
quotation from a bulletin on industrial accidents and 
workingmen’s compensation issued by the State of 
Minnesota : 

“Employes injured in industry are compensated in 
America under the Employers’ Liability laws. The 
basic principles of these laws are the liability of the 
employer to the workmen for all injuries received by 
the latter on account of the employer's negligence, and 
the exemption of the employer from liability when not 
at fault. 

“The principles originated at the time when indus- 
try was carried on in small shops and the employer 
and the employe stood in individual relations to each 
other. Steam and high power machines had not been 
introduced and the. risk of injury was largely in the 
hands of the workman. If he were hurt, it was pre- 
sumably his own fault. 

“The courts which considered the early cases were 
greatly impressed with the injustice of compelling the 
employer to pay for an accident which grew out of the 


nature of the work and for which h 


e was not person- 
ally responsible, and so laid down general rules that 
the workman could not recover where the accident 
was due to the fault of no one in particular, to the 
fault of a fellow workman, to the fault of the injured, 
or to the fault of the injured as well as of the em- 
ployer. 

“They declared that the workmen assumed the risks 


‘ of the industry, and that if the emplover exercised rea- 


sonable care to provide a workman a safe place to work 
and safe tools and materials with which to work, he 
was devoid of liability. 

“The introduction of power machinery and corpo 


rate industry since have entirely changed the work- 


man’s industrial environment. The domestic shop was 
a relatively safe place to be; the modern factory is a 
relatively dangerous one. Today power machinery 


brings all of the workmen in an establishment into 
close industrial relations, and an error or the care 
lessness of a man in one part of an establishment ofter 
results in death or injury to those in other parts. 
Industry has changed; the law has remained the same. 
Eighteenth century rules of negligence are applied to 
twentieth century industrial conditions. The work- 
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man bears the burden, both physical and financia!, of 
the hazards of modern industry.” 








THE quarterly statement of the United States Steel

the net earnings are double. 

Practically the only unfavorable feature of the re- 
port was the showing made in unfilled orders, the ton- 
nage on June 30, 1910, being 4,257,794 tons, a loss of 
1,144,720 tons from March 31, 1910, and a decrease of 
199,855 tons from the total of June 30, 1909. 

President W. E. Corey presided at the meeting, in 
the absence of Chairman E. H. Gary, who is abroad. 
The regular quarterly dividends on both classes of 
stock were declared. No statement concerning the 
outlook for the steel trade was made public, but sev- 
eral directors expressed themselves as convinced that 
the returns of the current quarter will be more satis- 
factory than those just published. 

The balance of earnings available for dividends on 
the common stock in the June quarter was equal to 
3.99 per cent, compared with 3.52 per cent in the quar- 
ter ended March 30, 1910, and with 1.90 per cent in 
the quarter ended June 30, 1909. ~ 

With but one exception, that of the period ended 
of 1907, when the showing reached $45,503,705, the 
earnings for the second quarter this year are the larg- 
est ever given under date of June 30 since the Cor- 
poration’s inception. 

The report is an excellent one, in view of the in- 
crease in employes’ wages, amounting to $10,000,000 
annually; the suspension of Sunday work, and with 
the blast furnace capacity running about 80 per 
cent of full capacity. Shipment of finished steel ex- 
ceeded expectations, and increased iron ore shipments 
also contributed to the earnings. 








THE old-time merchants paid little or no attention 
to the cost of doing business. They were economical 
men in their own lives and they ran 

TheCostof their stores on an economical basis. 

Retailing They were not reformers; they showed 

Goods. 2 

the people what they wanted to see and 
they humored their prejudices. It was far easier to 
mark an article up high enough to be able to cut the 
price “just because it’s you,” when some favored cus- 
tomer came into the store, or when a new customer 
haggled over the price than to ask a proper price in 
the first instance and stick fo it. 

The tendency of merchants today, however, is 
away from the old methods toward a scientific system 
wherein accounts are better kept, credits watched more 
closely, and more attention is given to the details of 
the business. In other words, it has been found that 
the retail selling of merchandise can be reduced to an 
exact science. 

The cost of selling has to be paid by all who sell. 
The larger stores have a corps of experts who figure 
out all the costs and thus keep the owners informed 
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of many things which the smaller merchant cannot 
discover through his.own efforts, because the man in 
the small town is frequently his own advertiser, buyer, 
head salesman, and general manager. Long investi- 
gation among the proprietors of well kept stores in 
many towns and cities brings to light the fact that it 
costs 20 per cent of the gross sales to pay all of the 
expenses of a store. Few stores indeed get along on 
a smaller percentage of cost, and those which run at a 
heavier expense are going at a handicap too big to 
withstand long the fierce competition of trade as it is 
today. 

The items entering into the expense of the store in- 
clude the rent of buildings, barns, etc.; interest on the 
money invested in the stock; salary of the owner if he 
gives his time to the business; clerk hire, advertising, 
light, heat, motive power for elevators, if any; deliv- 
ery of goods, and many incidentals that vary accord- 
ing to the lines of goods handled. The rent on build- 
ings must be figured no matter if owned by the pro- 
prietor of the store; so must the interest on the invest- 
ment and the salary of the manager be taken into con- 
sideration as proper items of expense, even though the 
manager be owner. 

An article bought at wholesale for $1 in reality costs 
the store by the time it is sold $1.20. If it is sold for 
$1.25 it simply has been used as a “leader’’ and not as 
a profit maker. Articles sold at first cost are sold at a 
big loss ; those sold on a 10 per cent basis are sold for 
10 per cent less than actual cost. 


The greatest stumbling block in the way of the up- 
building of any community is the sharp shopper who 
takes pride in the fact that he is a close buyer. The 
absence of business ethics among retailers makes it 
impossible for them to get together in the matter of 
prices; for this reason the same article may be seen 
at different prices in several stores in the same town, 
and the sharp buyer goes from one store to another 
and haggles over the matter of price. The merchants 
instead of carrying on friendly competition and fixing 
reasonable profit which one of them surely would 
make off the sharp man, are apt to be carrying on reg- 
ular cut-throat competition and one of them is almost 
sure to cut under what his reasonable profit should be 
in order to beat one of his competitors out of a sale. 

No one is to blame for this condition but the retail- 
er himself. It cannot be said that price agreements 
if made among retailers are made in restraint of trace, 
and therefore, illegal. Such agreements are made 
simply as a matter of protection from the cut-throat 
competition which is the death of trade; they are 
made for mutual protection from the sharp man who 
goes all over a town, haggling over the matter of price 
in the hope that some retailer with whom business is 
dull will cut his price. 

The prosperity of any community is judged largely 
by the kind of retail stores it supports; the life of the 
people is reflected in these stores, and the character of 
the town may be told from the quality of the goods 
seen in the store windows. One sometimes goes into 
a small town, and expresses surprise when he finds 
up-to-date goods of excellent désign in the store win- 
dows. It is impossible to escape the conclusion that 
he is in a live town where the people take pride in the 
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stores and patronize them well. On the other hand, 
when he visits a place where the windows in the stores 
display a lot of goods with marked-down sale prices 
on them, the conclusion that he is in a cheap job lot 
community is inevitable. _ 

Co-operative stores founded by people who intend 
to demonstrate that the retailers charge too much for 
merchandise generally last for a few months, then if 
the stockholders will stand an assessment they last a 
few months longer, but they always close down when 
the stockholders refuse to stand any more assessments. 
The retailer is a necessary element in any community. 
He is vital to the prosperity of his town, and his suc- 
cess means the growth in wealth of the whole place. 








RANDOM NOTES AND SKETCHES. 


BY SIDNEY ARNOLD. 

Director S. W. Stratton of the Government Bureau 
of Standards, formerly associate Professor of 
Physics at the University of Chicago, has perfected 
a machine whereby moisture can be removed from 
cooled air fed into a room, thereby maintaining it at 
a comfortable, even temperature all the year round. 
This machine may be installed in the halls of Con- 
gress in the near future. The invention is on trial 
in the rooms of the House Committee on Appropria- 
tions and, it is said, giving satisfaction. The con- 
trivance is more nearly a practical use of simple 
agents than a real invention. When the Bureau of 
Standards was moved into its quarters several years 
ago Director Stratton-wanted one laboratory free 
from moisture and of an even temperature where cer- 
tain experiments could be carried on. He devised 
a plan whereby outside air could be passed through a 
refrigerating room and then through a machine to re- 
move the moisture. This machine removes all hu- 
midity from the air, and, while the temperature of 
the cooled room itself is actually only a few degrees 
lower than the adjoining rooms, it seems much lower. 
Representative James A. Tawney, Chairman of the 
House Committee on Appropriations, “discovered”’ 
the new invention. While on a tour of inspection 
through the Bureau of Standards he was ushered into 
the cooled room and thought he was in an icehouse. 

The system was explained to him, with the result 
that the last Congress authorized Superintendent 
Elliott Woods at the Capitol to submit plans and esti- 
mates to the next session of Congress for the in- 
stallation of a complete plant on the House side. The 
plant, however, cannot be put into operation before 
the adjournment of Congress next spring. In the 
meantime Mr. Tawney and his assistants will work in 
the Appropriations Committee rooms with an artificial 
Labrador temperature, much to the envy of their col- 
leagues.

HEATING APPARATUS IN ARGENTINA. 








RISING STANDARD OF COMFORT CREATES MARKET. 

In attendance upon the Argentine Centennial Ex- 
position and investigating markets for American-made 
goods in South America, Commercial Agent James 
D. Whelpley writes from Buenos Aires on heating 
equipments : 

Heating apparatus of certain kinds finds ready sale 
in the Argentine Republic and affords a good field 
for export from the United States, provided local con- 
ditions are understood and national habits are borne 
in mind. Portable oil stoves offer the best opportunity 
for tfade at present. 

It is as difficult to generalize about the climate of 
Argentina as about that of the United States, because 
the country is some 2,000 miles long, extending 
through 33 degrees of latitude, or from 22° south to 
55° south. The southern extremity, however, is thinly 
populated, while in the northern sections the tempera- 
ture is too warm to make heating a problem. It is the 
central part of the country, therefore, that is chiefly 
to be considered as a market, and climatic conditions 
there are fairly typified by those which prevail in 
Buenos Aires.” This city is situated near the thirty- 
fifth parallel, south latitude, a location similar to that 
of the Carolinas in the Northern Hemisphere. As 
the seasons are the reverse of ours, the coldest months 
are June, July and August, which correspond to De- 
cember, January and February in the United States. 
Even during this period the thermometer rarely goes 
below freezing, and occasionally mounts as high as 
70° F., but the mean is about 50° F. At night and 
early in the morning, not to speak of cloudy or rainy 
days, it is often cold, and the average person accus- 
tomed to the highly heated houses of the United States 
would welcome a fire in his room during most of the 
winter season, and frequently would suffer without 
one. 

This is much less true of the Argentinians, how- 
ever. For the most part they are immigrants or 
descendants of immigrants from the Latin countries 
of Europe, particularly Spain and Italy, where the 
average house is heated little or not at all. They are 
entirely comfortable in a room the temperature of 
which would make one brought up in the United 
States wretched. 
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STEAM HEAT—WEALTH OF METROPOLIS. 

For this reason the elaborate heating methods that 
prevail, even in the more southerly parts of the United 
States, find little favor in Argentina.

Still, a rising standard of comfort is discernible all 
over Argentina, and particularly in its metropolis and 
capital, Buenos Aires. The vast agricultural riches of 
the country which lie beyond it have made this city 
rich beyond the knowledge of the average European 
or North American, and there is a large class able to 
pay for whatever it wants or considers up to date in 
its homes. National customs are founded largely on 
economic conditions, and the sparing use made of 
heat in southern Europe has come about mainly, no 
doubt, on account of the high price of fuel. In Argen- 
tina fuel is equally or more expensive, but there is a 
far larger proportion of the population able and will- 
ing to pay for it. Hence, the heating of houses by 
some method is growing greatly, and offers commer- 
cial opportunities for the future which should not be 
overlooked. 

Steam heat, as already suggested, is used only in 
exceptional instances, and it is doubtful if there is any 
field for United States firms in that direction at this 
time. Such means of heating is now supplied by 
European companies, which not only sell the equip- 
ment, but also install it. Builders naturally want to 
include the latter service in the contract, and no firm 
unprepared to do so would stand much chance of 
business. Furnace heating is more infrequent than 
steam plants in Argentina, and affords equally scanty 
opportunity for trade. ; 

FUEL AND OPEN GRATES—COOKING STOVES,

Cooking stoves made in the United States find a 
market in Argentina, but are undersold by those of 
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German make. For cooking coke is preferred to coal, 
but the same style of stove serves for either fuel. Eng- 
lish cooking stoves hold a place, but are regarded by 
some dealers as unnecessarily heavy and clumsy in 
construction. 

The heater of greatest popularity in Argentina is 
the portable oil stove, and here, fortunately, the United 
States holds first place in the market, but should study 
to improve her product under penalty of losing out to 
French, English, or German makers, all of whom are 
in the field with good articles. 

The oil heater has.many advantages over the coal 
stove in a climate as mild as that of the Argentine 
Republic. The coal stove must stay in one place, fre- 
quently making the room in which it is located too hot 
and leaving the others cold. Moreover, it takes time 
to get it started and time for it to burn out, which is 
not suited to Argentine conditions. The oil heater, on 
the other hand, can be started and stopped at will and 
carried from one place to another as desired. It is 
just what is wanted to take the chill off a room in the 
early morning or again at night, while on cold or rainy 
days it may be kept going all the time. 

For these reasons oil heaters are much used in 
Argentina and are likely to enjoy an increasing vogue. 
The principal objections to them are their unpleasant 
odor and unsightly appearance. Anything which 
United States manufacturers can do to modify or cor- 
rect the first difficulty should be done, even at an in- 
creased selling price, while the second objection is one 
which could and should be obviated at once. 

A FINER TYPE OF OIL STOVE WANTED. 

The oil stove, it should be realized, occupies an en- 
tirely different position in Argentina and in the United 
States. At home it is usually regarded as a makeshift, 
and is not intended for use in the drawing rooms of 
the best families. In Argentina it is frequently the 
only heat available, and should be so designed that it 
may be placed in the parlors of the most fastidious 
and constitute an ornament rather than an eyesore. 

Oil stoves from the United States, as now uttered 
for sale in the Argentine Republic, do not meet this 
requirement. They are of the ordinary cylindrical 
sheet-iron and nickel type, with a handle like that of 
a bucket, and no pretensions whatever to appearance. 
A small one, 6 inches in diameter and a couple of feet 
high, can be purchased for 10 pesos (a little more than 
$4 United States currency). For larger stoves prices 
are two to four times that amount. French and Ger- 
man heaters are similar in design and price, but Eng- 
lish manufacturers are offering stoves, which, although 
higher in price, are far more attractive in appearance. 
The working part of the heater resembles those of 
North American make, but the outside is made of 
enamel openwork, frequently dark green or orange in 
color. The shape of these heaters is not cylindrical, 
but four cornered, with neat metal handles on the 
sides. A Buenos Aires dealer is showing such a stove, 
with red glass behind the openwork enamel, illuminated 
by the flame inside, which would make a creditable 
addition to any room. It sells for 58 pesos (about $25 
United States money). 

In this connection it should not be forgotten that oil 
stoves are used in Argentina by a class able to pay 
good prices, and that quality is therefore an important 
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consideration. The poor do not buy oil stoves at any 
price, because the cost of petroleum is such that they 
cannot afford to run them. High prices need not bar 
oil stoves or any other article in Argentina, if the 
quality is provided and the style meets local neces- 
sities. : 
ALCOHOL, GAS AND ELECTRICAL DEVICES. 

This fact makes it possible that alcohol heaters will 
eventually rival oil heaters in the country, although 
at present little more than a beginning has been made 
in that direction. A Buenos Aires firm (address ob- 
tainable from Bureau of Manufactures, at Washing- 
ton) is now offering an alcohol heater made in Eng- 
land which is almost the sarne in shape and construc- 
tion as the oil stoves made in the United States. It 
sells for 35 pesos (approximately $15 United States 
currency). There is another and more ornamental 
style, where the stove is shaped like an open grate. 
The flame is at the top of the stove and out. of sight, 
with a copper reflector below to give the appearance 
of an open fire. Two models are made on this plan, 
one selling for 60 and the other for 65 pesos. 

In view of alcohol’s greater cleanliness and freedom 
from odor, such stoves would be likely to displace oil 
heaters if they could be run anywhere near as econom- 
ically. In considering this point it is to be noted that 
all petroleum must be brought from North America 
or the Continent, and retails at about 35 cents a gal- 
lon United States currency. Alcohol for fuel sells 
at 70 cents, or twice as much, but if the claims of the 
dealer in the stoves in question be accepted, an equal 
quantity produces double the heat. Hence, the cost of 
upkeep is similar, with all other considerations in favor 
of the alcohol stove. In any event the matter warrants 
close scrutiny by United States manufacturers cater- 
ing to the Argentine market. 

Gas and electricity are available only in the larger 
cities of Argentina, and there at rates which make 
them expensive for either heating or cooking. In 
consequence they are little used for those purposes, 
and there is slight demand for stoves for their con- 
sumption. 

TARIFF RATE—AGGREGATE IMPORTS. 

There is a customs duty of 25 per cent on stoves. 
This is levied on a fixed valuation of $0.15 Argentine 
gold a kilo (2.2 pounds) for those of cast iron, and 
$0.45 a kilo for those of sheet iron—oil heaters. In 
United States money this is about 114. cents and 5 cents 
a pound, respectively. 

There are no statistics available of the annual im- 
portation of oil heaters into Argentina, but it is esti- 
mated by dealers that 10,000 are sold each year in 
Buenos Aires, and probably as many again in the rest 
of the country. It is safe to say that a majority of the 
total comes from the United States. 

Of stoves of all kinds, 5,224,022 kilos were imported 
by Argentina for the five years 1904-1908, inclusive, 
the United States supplying 2,783,265 kilos; Great 
Britain, 1,356,074 kilos; Germany, 559,462 kilog; and 
France, 234,546 kilos. The total imports of stoves in 
1909 amounted to 1,566,077 kilos, an increase of 204,- 

20 kilos over the year previous.

ArTISAN’s Hardware Window Display Competition, 
that received Honorable Mention from the judges of 
the contest. The window measures 8x8x21 feet and it 
was lined entirely with bright turkey oil red calico, 
including ceiling and floor, with the exception of a 
12-inch strip of linoleum left for the removal of goods. 
The ceiling decoration consisted of a fringe of ever- 
green extending entirely around it 18 inches from 
the edge, with the letters, “R. & B,”’ and a wreath 
design at either end, also of evergreen, through the 
center. Numerous cards were used to add attractive- 
ness and suggestion. With very few exceptions, goods 
were priced. For this purpose, a price-card, printed 
in black and gold, was used. 

Tools and guns were attractively arranged in the 
window, while the floor display consisted principally 
of jewelry, silverware, brass goods, chafing dishes, 
percolators and carvers. When necessary, goods were 
sold direct from the window and other articles sub- 
stituted. The window was well lighted, the photo- 
graph being taken with one hour exposure.

caliber the more it is in demand. The weapons of this 
character at present enjoying the bulk of the trade are 
nickel plated, manufactured in Spain, Belgium, and 
Germany, and retail at $2 to $4. The police of the 
cities in this consular district are recruited from the 
gendarmery or military, and are not supplied with 
revolvers or pistols, carrying only rifles or sabers. 

As only a small proportion of the population read 
and write, advertising in local newspapers would reach 
not to exceed 15 or 20 per cent of the people of the 
city. Great numbers living in the rural districts never 
see a newspaper. 

All ordinary single barreled or double barreled shot- 
guns, either muzzle or breech loading, are permitted 


to be imported and sold in the markets. The import 
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of magazine or repeating shotguns and all rifles is 
prohibited, and if smuggled into the country and after- 
wards discovered they are immediately confiscated and 
the offenders prosecuted. Heretofore single barreled 
shotguns have not been in favor among the common 
people through the country and nobody other than for- 
eigners would buy them. But recently an energetic 
dealer of Aleppo has’ been able to dispose of several 
hundred guns of the single-barreled, breech-loading 
variety and is vigorously pushing the business, with 
the probability that hereafter there will be a growing 
trade in such weapons. 

The arm that is most appreciated is the double- 
barreled gun, but the muzzle-loading gun, because of 
the cheapness and economy in use, is most in demand, 
though many are able to and will purchase breech- 
loading guns of low and medium prices. The gauges 
mostly used are the 28, 24, 20, 18 and 16, the prefer- 
ence running to the smaller caliber. The barrels should 
be thick, as it is the custom to load with a solid ball 
as well as with small shot. But very few 12-gauge 
guns are sold. 

There is no trap or target shooting practiced in this 
vicinity, but there is considerable hunting of birds and 
other small game with shotguns. 

The duty on firearms at present is I1 per cent, but 
this may soon be increased to 15 per cent. 

The best way for American manufacturers to ef- 
fectually introduce such goods as revolvers and shot- 
guns into this market is to send competent traveling 
salesmen here, thoroughly equipped with samples, to 
exhibit and demonstrate them to the trade, together 
with the guidance of an energetic commission mer- 
chant of this city. Such an effort is sure of success, 
and most satisfactory orders can be taken. Of course, 
in order to compete with European firms, terms must 
usually be given and prices must be competitive. Cer- 
tain American firms dealing in firearms, hardware, 
tools, machinery, leather, drugs, etc., are following this 
method and are working up a most excellent business 
in their respective lines of trade. 

SWITZERLAND. 

The following information, covering the use of and 
trade in firearms in Switzerland, is furnished by Con- 
sul George Heimrod, of Berne: 

The market for shotguns and revolvers in Switzer- 
land is limited, for the following reasons: The area 
of the country, 16,000 square miles; the population, 
about 3,600,000; lack of great hunting fields and the 
strict laws relative to hunting; the provisions of the 
military law by which each Swiss (whose service is 
compulsory, if physically fit) keeps his arms in his 
private house. Officers and cavalry and artillery pri- 
vates have revolvers ; the infantry has rifles. All these 
arms are manufactured by the Swiss Government. The 
imports of finished arms in 1908 (figures for 1909 not 
yet obtainable) amounted to only $113,000, and they 
were imported from the following countries: Belgium, 
$48,000; Germany, $42,000; France, $8,600; Spain, 
$3,400; England, $2,700; United States, $1,400; all 
other countries, $6,900. 

The Swiss customs duty is 50 francs per 100 kilos, 
gross weight ($9.65 per 220 pounds). Arms for the 
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Government pay no customs duty. Shotguns generally 
in use are double-barreléd guns of Belgian make, al- 
though American shotguns and revolvers are on sale. 
American arms are usually purchased through a Ham- 
burg agent. Shotguns cost from $6 and revolvers of 
the better makes from $9 or $10 upward. [The ad-

bores being separated by a shoulder. A screw bolt is

the shoulder and with the inner face of the bolt head 
to firmly hold the bolt against rotation under the shock 
of recoil.

THE EVOLUTION OF THE BUSINESS MAN. 

A few hundred years ago business was transacted 
mostly through fairs, ships and by peddlers. Your 
merchant at that time was a peripatetic rogue, who 
reduced prevarication to a system. 

The booth gradually evolved into a store, with 
the methods and customs of the irresponsible keeper 
intact; the merchants cheated their neighbors and 
chuckled in glee until their neighbors cheated them, 
which of course they did. Then they cursed each 
other, began again and did it all over. John Quincy 
Adams tells of a certain deacon, who kept a Store near 
Boston, who always added in the year 1775 at the 
top of the column, as seventeen dollars and seventy- 
five cents. 

The amount of misery, grief, disappointment, shame, 
distress, woe, suspicion and hate caused by a system 
which wrapped up one thing when the buyer expected 
another, and took advantage of his innocence and ig- 
norance as to quality and value, can not be computed 
in figures. Suffice it*to say, that duplicity in trade 
has had to go. The self-preservation of the race 
demanded honesty, square dealing, one price to all. 
The change only came after a struggle. 

But we have gotten thus far, that the man who 
cheats in trade is tabu. Honesty as a business asset 
is fully recognized. If you would succeed in busi- 
ness you can not afford to sell a man something he 
does not want; neither can you afford to disappoint 
him in quality any more than in count. 

FRIENDS IN BUSINESS. 

Other things being equal, the merchant who has 
the most friends will make the most money. We 
make money out of our friends, for our enemies 
will not deal with us. To make a sale and acquire 
an enemy is poor policy. To a peddler or a man 
who ran a booth at a bazar,or fair, it was “get your 
money now ,or never.” Buyer and seller were at 
war. One transaction, and they never met again. The 
air was full of hate and suspicion, and the customs 
of the road were refined to a point where hypocrisy 
and untruth took the place of violence. 

The buyer was as bad as the seller—if he could 
buy below cost he boasted of it. To catch a mer- 
chant who had to have money was glorious—we smote 
him hip and thigh. Later, we discovered that being 
strangers he took us in. 

A PUBLIC NECESSITY. 

The one-price system has come as-a necessity, since 
it reduces the friction of life and protects the child 
or simple person in the selection of things needed, 
just the same as if the buyer were an expert in values 
and a person who could strike back if imposed upon. 
Safety, peace and decency demanded the one-price 
system. 

When we reach the point where we see that all men 
are brothers, we have absolute honesty and one price. 

And so behold we find the Government making 
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favoritism in trade a crime and enforcing the one-price 
system by law. And just remember this: Law is 
the crystallization of public opinion, and no law that 
is not backed up by the will of the people can be 
enforced. 

As we grow better we have better laws. 

In Kansas City the other week three men were fined 
forty thousand dollars each for cutting prices. They 
were railroad men, and railroad men have only one 
thing to sell, and that is transportation. To cut the 
price on it and sell to some at a less figure than to 
others is now considered not only immoral, but actually 
criminal. 

The world moves. And this change in the methods 
of business and in our mental attitude toward trade 
has all grown out of a dimly perceived but deeply 
felt belief in the Brotherhood of Man, or the Solidarity 
of the Race. Also, in the further belief that life in 
all its manifestations is divine. 

FOR A BETTER WORLD. 

Therefore, he who ministers to the happiness: and 
well being of the life of another is a priest and is doing 
God’s work. Men must be fed, they must be clothed, 
they must be housed, It is quite as necessary that you 
should eat good food as that you should read good 
books, hear good music, hear good sermons, or look 
upon beautiful pictures, 

The necessary is the sacred. There are no menial 
tasks. “He that is the greatest among you shall be 
your servant.” The physical reacts upon the spiritual 
and the spiritual on the physical, and rightly under- 
stood are one and the same thing. 

We change men by changing their environment; 
that is, the conditions under which they live. 

Commerce changes the environment and gives us a 
better society. To supply good water, better sanitary 
appliances, better heating apparatus, better food, 
served in a more dainty way—these are all tasks 
worthy of the highest intelligence and devotion that 
can be brought to bear upon them, and every Christian 
preacher in the world to-day so recognizes, believes 
and preaches. 

We are ceasing to separate the secular from the 
sacred. That is sacred which serves. 

Once a business man was a person who not only 
thrived by taking advantage of the necessities of people 
but who banked on their ignorance of values. But all 
wise men know now that the way to help yourself is to 
help humanity. 

We benefit ourselves only as we benefit others. And 
the recognition of these truths is what has to-day 
placed the business man at the forefront of the learned 
professions—he ministers to the necessities of hu- 
manity. 

My opinion is that the great business houses of the 
country are influencing civilization for good to an ex- 
tent that only the children of the coming generation 
will realize—and, realizing, will thank us.—ELBERT

A TRIBUTE TO WARM AIR FURNACE 
HEATING. 











BY DOCTOR W. F. COLBERT, OFFICIAL LECTURER FEDERAL 
FURNACE LEAGUE. 

(In the following article, Dr. Colbert takes up the 
cudgels for the warm air furnace system of heating 
in response to an appeal from a firm of heating en- 
gineers in Germany, who are called upon frequently 
to install furnaces in school houses, but who find that 
installers of steam and hot water heating systems in 
their vicinity are unusually active im inveighing 
against the warm air furnace, declaring that they have 
opinions from heating engineers in the United States 
which are strongly adverse to furnace heating. Such 
opinions, however,.have really been based upon warm 
air heating apparatus as formerly placed in school 
houses, with little or no regard to correct methods of 
installation, thus conveying the erroneous impression 
that warm air heating of all kinds and for all styles of 
buildings is obsolete—Editor. ) 

These opinions may best be characterized as a mass 
of generally accepted truths, and generally accepted 
untruths, though I ‘presume these gentlemen believe 
that they have stated the entire truth in an impartial 
manner. 

In rendering an opinion on furnace heating it is 


_necessary to distinguish between the old hot air fur- 


nace heating and the new system of warm air furnace 
heating. 

The modern furnace is of gas-tight construction, 
and will remain gas-tight for a considerable period of 
years; in fact, some of the older types of furnaces 
have been in service for upwards of twenty years, and 
then only needed minor repairs. In addition to the 
gas-tight features, the modern furnace has a large: 
air passing capacity than the older types of furnaces, 
shows a considerably higher rate of efficiency, and is 
undoubtedly the best heating unit for use in residence 
work, 

As recently as June 30, 1910, Prof. Kinealy, in the 
course of a discussion before the American Society of 
Heating and Ventilating Engineers, remarked that he 
had been unable to demonstrate any difference in qual- 
ity between furnace-heated and indirect-steam heated 
air. 

I personally know of an instance where a physician 
had his home heated with the old hot air system, and 
about twelve years ago changed to a hot water direct 
system of heating. My father secured the contract 
for the work. About five years ago he purchased a2 
new residence, and absolutely refused to consider a 
system of heating by direct radiation, insisting on a 
warm air furnace system with outside cold air supply. 
When asked for his reason for this changed attitude, 
he simply stated that from the time he had changed 
the system of heating in the old residence, there had 
always been a member of the family suffering from 
bronchitis, catarrh, headaches, and other minor ail- 
ments. Strange to relate, his family is enjoying ex- 
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cellent health since they have been in the new home 
heated by a warm air furnace. 

During the latter part of June, the Secretary of the 
most progressive Board of Health in the United States 
told me that he built a new residence three years ago 
and heated it by hot water direct radiation, but that if 
he had it to do today he would certainly use a warm air 
furnace. As I am: reliably informed that his depart- 
ment has for the past two years carefully investigate: 
the comparative health of families living in houses 
heated by direct radiation, by warm air, and by or- 
dinary heating stoves, this remark is of real value, as 
it undoubtedly indicates results of their observations, 
which, so far, they have refused to make public. 

There has been a tendency to use cheaply constructed 
furnaces and to improperly install furnaces, but in this 
respect furnace heating is no worse than steam and 
hot water heating in buildings of the same class. 

The more prominent furnace manufacturers of the 
United States have formed an association known as 
the Federal Furnace League, whose object is to im- 
prove the quality of warm air furnace installation. 
The effect of this League’s work is apparent in those 
sections where their efforts have been concentrated. 
As the scope of their work becomes broad enough to 
take in the entire country, there will undoubtedly be a 
still greater improvement in the quality of warm air 
furnace heating. 

It is unfortunate that warm air furnaces of the resi- 
dence type were used in an attempt to heat buildings of 
large size, when, of course, they failed to give satisfac- 
tory results. However, a few furnace manufacturers 
in this country are developing furnaces of the type 
adapted to the heating of large buildings, and as their 
superiority over steam and hot water boilers becomes 
more widely known they will undoubtedly supplant 
steam heat in buildings of five or six stories in height. 

I might state in closing that there are two distinct 
furnace systems of heating to be considered—the old 
hot air system of heating, which is undoubtedly on the 
wane, and the new warm air furnace system of heat- 
ing, which scientifically applied with provision for ven- 
tilation, for humidifying the air, for removing dust, is 
only in its infancy, but I may say that it is a most 
vigorous infant. i

PRACTICAL RULES FOR FURNACEMEN. 








(The following rules for furnacemen we reprint 
from the catalogue of the Stove and Range Co. of 
Pittsburgh, Pittsburgh, Pa. These rules will be found 
to be very satisfactory in.actual work, and can be relied 
upon, tt is stated.) 

To Find the. Area of Round Pipe—Square the di- 
ameter and deduct 22 per cent. For example: Take a 
10-inch pipe, Io ins. X 10 ins. = 100 ins., less 22 per 
cent = 78 ins. 

To Find the Capacity of Round Registers—Square 
the diameter and divide by two. 

To Find the Capacity of Square Registers—Multiply 
the length by the breadth and take two-thirds of this 
amount. 

To Find the Area in Square Inches of a Hot Air 
Pipe to Heat a Given Space—Figure one square inch 
of heat pipe— : 
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For every 1% squaré feet of glass surface. 

For every 7 square feet of exposed wood wall. 

For every 4 square feet of exposed 9-inch brick wall. 
For every 6 square feet of exposed 12-inch brick wall. 
For every 100 cubic feet of contents. 

When figuring wall surface deduct the glass surface, 
figuring each separately. The sum total of these 
amounts gives the area of the pipe required. 

For second floor rooms figure 662/3 per cent of 
above. For third floor rooms figure 60 per cent of 
above. When the figures thus obtained do not equal 
any standard size pipe, use the next larger size pipe. 
Never use anything smaller than 8-inch round pipe. 

This works well in practice for dwellings: Figure 
one square inch of heat pipe— 

For every 21 cubic feet of space on first floor rooms. 
For every 32 cubic feet of space on second floor rooms. 
For every 35 cubic feet of space on third floor rooms. 
Wall pipes must be equal in area to round pipes from 
furnaces. 

All heating pipes leading from furnace should have a 
pitch of one inch to the foot and get them into the room 
to be heated by running shortest possible distance. 

Place wall pipes in inside walls, whenever at all possi- 
ble. 

When pipes are eight feet long and over, increase their 
diameter one inch for every eight feet or fraction 
thereof. 

Use round elbows and enter every wall pipe with a 
“boot” at the bottom, , 





NEW DEVICE TO COOL CAPITOL AT WASH- 
INGTON. 





Cold as well as “hot” air will be dispensed here- 
after in the United States Capitol building, at Wash- 
ington. The heated temperature of the two chambers 
used by the Senate and House of Representatives is 
to be reduced by a simple device, invented by the 
Bureau of Standards of the Department of Commerce 
and Labor. It is so simple in its inception and opera- 
tion that it is surprising it has not been thought of 
before and put into use in centers of the country 
which suffer from heat. 

In order to secure a perfect standard of weights 
and measures it is necessary for the Bureau of Stan- 
dards to develop an atmosphere as nearly free from 
moisture as possible. This problem the chief of the 
Bureau and his associates solved after a number of 
experiments. 

HUMIDITY GREATLY REDUCED. 

They took an ordinary ice machine, forced through 
it calcium chloride brine, a solution made of calcium 
chloride dissolved in water, and then pumped the 
brine through pipes into radiators resembling those 
in private homes for hot water and steam heat. Then 
electric fans were turned on in the room where the 
experiments were conducted. It was discovered that 
the moisture was attracted to the radiators, clinging 
to them in the form of a white frost. 

So far as the temperature of the room was con- 
cerned, there was a drop of only three or four degrees, 
but the atmosphere nevertheless was decidedly pleasant 
and invigorating because of the absence of humidity. 
Indeed, the humidity measuring instruments showed a 
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difference of 30 or 40 degrees after the valves of the 
radiators were opened and the calcitim chloride brine 
was allowed to circulate. 

BOON FOR STATESMEN. 

The discovery of the Bureau was brought to the 
attention of Congress, and authority was given for 
the installation of the necessary machines for its opera- 
tion in the Capitol. It will not be needed during the 
short sessions of Congress, which expire March 4. It 
will be useful, however, during the long sessions, 
which frequently extend to June and July, and during 
extra sessions, which are occasionally called in the 
summer time. The temperature of Washington is 
frequently high, and the distress occasioned by the 
heat is intensified by the tremendous quantity of hu- 
midity present in the atmosphere. 

The experiments have demonstrated there is nothing 
injurious to health in cooling the atmosphere any more 
than there is in heating it. Unless care be taken one 
is apt to catch cold by reason of the change caused 
by translation from heat to cold or vice versa. The 
various rooms of the Bureau of Standards are in a 
delightful state of temperature these hot days, when 
the rest of Washington is sweltering. The men work 
in their coats and are the envy of the less fortunate 
clerks of the Government departments, who are 
anxious that the cooling machines be installed in their 
offices.

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THE RELATIONS BETWEEN MANUFACTURER 
AND RETAILER. 


(Condensation of an address delivered by O. H. L. 
Wernicke of Grand Rapids, Mich., at the recent con- 
vention at Indianapolis, Ind., of the Indiana Retail 
Furniture Dealers’ Association.) 

The average man in business takes himself too seri- 
ously and is apt to conceive the idea that he must do 
something strenuous; that he must do something dif- 
ferent; that he must rise to great heights and strain 
himself mentally in order to accomplish a success. As a 
matter of fact, gentlemen, the great successes in this 
world have been made by the men and by the women 
who have been most natural, pleasantly natural, inter- 
estingly natural. There is such a thing as truth and 
untruth. Yet a truth disagreeably told often accom- 
plishes no good whatever and may do harm, while the 
truth interestingly and instructively told always ac- 
complishes good, and we should get into the habit in 
our business, in our everyday relations with our as- 
sociations to deal in truths in an interesting and in- 
structive manner. An interesting manner is always 
more or less pleasant. It cannot fail to be pleasant 
if it is instructive. The furniture business in the 
United States had its origin within the lifetime of most 
of us here this afternoon. Many of you can think 
back to the time when there were no furniture stores 
—when the cabinet maker sold his own products: He 
was recognized as a craftsman in his particular com- 
munity, and if he made good products and dealt hon- 
estly with his neighbors he was respected and revered. 
But as the country developed artificial methods of 
manufacture began to be used, and we began to make 
furniture with machinery and distribute it over a wide 
area, and it became necessary to have the various 
methods of distribution, and the maker of furniture 
then ceased to sell his own product direct to the con- 
sumer. 


As a matter of fact the elements are the same today 
as they were fifty years ago. They are primarily but 
two, The maker upon the one hand and the consumer 
upon the other. There is absolutely no room for any 
quarreling between the manufacturer and the retailer 
because they are one in interest. There is just as much 
reason to say that a manufacturer would quarrel with 
his secretary or his engineer as to say that he should 
have any difference with the retailer, or the retailer 
with the manufacturer, because, unless the combined 
efforts are satisfactory and pleasant to the consumer 
all of their efforts will have been vain. Unless what 
you do and what the manufacturer does is so intelli- 
gently combined as to be interesting and pleasant to 
the consumer and arouses in him a desire to possess, 
you have fallen very short of your opportunity. Those 
are the two elements that must be harmonious and sat- 
isfactory. The manufacturer will go down just as 
quick as the retailer will go down if the consumer does 
not want the product. And the consumer is not a par- 
ticular person. We are all consumers in a sense. There 
is more room to talk interestingly about furniture than 
almost any other commodity that is made in the world 
today, yet we have, through some peculiar mental 
process or peculiar environment, come to the idea that 
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ve must buy something cheap and see how cheap we 

‘an sell it. 

Today people are beginning to concern themselves 
about the styles, about questions of finish, harmony 
of color and all of those things which prosperity brings 
with it in its train, but we of the furniture industry 
have been very shortsighted in not arousing a more 
general public interest in furniture. The trouble with 
the furniture business today is there is not enough of 
it. That is all. Take it in our own town, we have 
thirty-eight factories; they all get mad at each other 
occasionally because someone has resorted to some 
little trick and cut a price, but let the tide turn and let 
business improve a little so that they will have to ad- 
vertise for a man or two and we take great delight in 
telling how busy we are. 

And that is true of the retail business, and for that 
reason there is nothing the matter with the furniture 
business today except there is not enough of 
it. If ‘we will lend our surplus energy and enlarge it 
by a more judicious and widespread advertising and 
will think less of the idea of buying a cheap lot of 
goods that we can close out at a good price, but more 
of building up furniture that has a reputation, that 
will stand the price, and does not need to be cut, and 
you will never have that, gentlemen, to any great ex- 
tent in the furniture business after the retailer meets 
the manufacturer half way and agrees with him that 
what they need is trade marks and trade names. 

No man is going to do his worst when he signs his 
name to what he nfakes. If you will look back over 
every field of endeavor you-will find the best things in 
those fields branded with the names indicating their 
origin, and until you do that vou will have more or less 
demoralization in the industry. You may begin with 
hats, shoes, ladies’ or gents’, and it will bear me out, 
and the best are always branded; they are never cut 
and there is never any demoralization and they are 
both profitable to the maker as well as the distributor, 
and the consumer likes it because he has confidence in 
it. It may be collars or shoes. Nine-tenths of you here 
today have bought what you have on your backs be- 
cause it bore somebody’s name or brand, but when a 
fellow comes along and says he has something just as 
good you make your selection upon his judgment and 
you will have to sell it cheap because the man that buys 
it knows he is going to take a chance and he is not 
going to pay that price for it. I was in Cleveland re- 
cently in one of the big stores there and everything 
was placed witha view of attracting attention, and 
every piece of trade mark furniture as far as they could 
go, and the manager told me that he hoped to see the 
time when every piece of furniture would bear a brand 
and that there would be some intelligent piece of litera- 
ture telling all about it and also what it must be retailed 
for. 

As I look around me I find that every business which 
has been successful, that has broadened in scope, has 
done it by observing these brands of industry, trade 
marks and trade brands which all had to respect, in- 
cluding himself. And this is not unfair to the public. 
Ultimately they can only get what the thing is really 
worth, but they will get it, and if it is not worth what 
they ask for it you can see their finish as I can. They 
do net survive, and when it is necessary to give pub- 
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licity to them and reasons for their existence, you will 
have to lead a strenuous life to keep up with the im- 
provements.

In Fig. 406 E F*I H shows the side elevation of a 
flaring collar, the profile of the small end or top being 
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the dividers take the distance across the profile A 
C D on each of the several lines drawn through it, anc 
and set the same distance off on the corresponding 
lines drawn through J M. That is, taking D B as the 
base of the measurement in one case, and J M in the 
other, set off on the latter, on each side, the same 
length as the several lines measure on each side of 
D B. Through the points thus obtained trace a line, 
as shown by J O L P, thus obtaining the shape of the 
upper outline as it would appear in the plan. As both 
halves of the plan when divided by the line J M are

shown at A B C D, and that of the bottom atKOMR 
of the plan. Divide D A B of the profile into any con- 
venient number of parts, and with the T-square at 
right angles to E F of the elevation carry lines from 
the points in D 4 B, cutting E F, as shown. Extend 
the base line J H to the ‘left indefinitely, and through 
the center of the plan of the base draw J M parallel 
with H I of elevation. Drop lines from the points in 
E F, extending them vertically through J M. With

exactly alike, it will only be necessary to use one-half 
in obtaining the pattern; therefore, divide K R M of 
the plan into the same number of parts as was the half 
of the profile, in the present instance six, as shown by 
the small figures. 

Number the points in K R M to correspond with 
the points in J P L, and connect corresponding points 
with solid lines, as shown by 7-71, 6-6", 5-5", etc., also 
connect the points in J P L with those of the hext 
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lower number in K R M, as shown by the dotted lines 
7-6', 6-5', 5-4', etc. 

The solid and dotted lines thus drawn across the plan 
will represent the bases of right-angle triangles, whose 


altitudes are equal to the vertical lines between E F. 


and G @ of the elevation, and whose hypothenuses 
when obtained, will give the real distances across the 
sides of the finished article in the direction indicated 
by the lines drawn across the plan. 


To construct these triangles proceed as follows: 
Draw any right-angled triangle as S T U of Fig. 407. 
On T U, measuring from T, set off the lengths of 
solid lines in plan, making T U in diagram equal to 
LM of plan, T 6 of diagram equal to 6-6' in plan, 7 5 
in diagram equal to 5-5* in plan, etc. From T on T S 
set off the lengths of lines in E F and G a of elevation, 
making T S of diagram equal to F a of elevation, T 6 
of diagram equal to b 6 of elevation, etc. Connect 
points T S with those of similar number in T U, as 
shown by the solid lines. 

The hypothenuses of triangles will give the dis- 
tances from points in plan of base to points of similar 
number in top as measured on the finished article. The 
diagram of triangles in Fig. 408 is constructed in a 
similar manner. Draw the right angle V W X and on 
W X set off lengths of dotted lines in plan, and from 
W on W V the length of lines in E F and G a of eleva- 
tion, excepting the line E G, or No. 1, which is not used 
Connect the points of W V in diagram with those of 
the next higher number in W X, as shown by the 
dotted lines in diagram, and by similar lines in plan. 
The resulting hypothenuses will give correct distances 
from points in top of article to points in next higher 
number in plan of base. Having now obtained all the 
necessary measurements, the pattern may be developed 
as follows: 

Draw any line as r ¢ in Fig. 409 in length equal to 
S U, Fig. 407, or F I of elevation. With ¢ as a cen- 
ter, and M 6 of plan as a radius, describe a small arc 
6*, which intersect with one struck from point r of 
pattern as center, and V X of diagram of triangles in 
Fig. 408 as a radius, thus establishing the point 6' of 
pattern. With point 6' of pattern as a center, and 6-6 
of Fig. 407 as a radius, describe a small arc 6, which 
intersect with another struck from the point r of the 
pattern as a center, and B 6 of.the profile as radius, 
thus establishing the point 6 of pattern. With 6 of 
pattern as center, and 5-6 of Fig. 408 as radius, de- 
scribe a small arc 5 which intersect with another 
struck from 6* of pattern as center, and 5' 6* the dis- 
. tance of profile as radius, thus establishing point 5° of 
pattern. Proceed in this manner, using the hypoth- 
enuses of triangles as radii in Figs. 407 and 408 for 
the distances across the pattern, the distances between 
the points of plan of base for the.stretchout of the bot- 
tom of pattern. Lines drawn through the points of in- 
tersection, as shown by r m and ¢ k will with r ¢ and 
m k, constitute the pattern for half of the article. The 
other half of the pattern r n o ¢t can be obtained by any 
convenient means of duplication.

AMERICAN TIN CAN IN MALAYSIA. 





The usefulness ef tin cans in Malaysia after they 
have been emptied of American prepared products 
is described by Consul Genetal James T. Du Bois 
of Singapore: 

The Malay Peninsula produces about sixty-five per 
cent of the total output of tin in the world, which 
amounts to nearly 58,000 tons, valued at $41,000,000 ; 
of this the United States consumes about one-fourth. 
The amount of this tin that comes back to the Malay 
Peninsula in the form of tin cans is interesting. Of 
the approximately $2,000,000 worth of goods shipped 
from the United States to that region, about $800,000 
of it comes in tin cans of all varieties. It requires 
1,300,000 one-gallon tin cans to bring the petroleum, 
and the purposes for which these cans are used after 
the oil has been consumed are varied and peculiar. 
Thousands of the cans are used as water buckets. The 
interior of a Malay, Tamil, or Chinese home contains 
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American tin cans of all sizes and shapes, put to some 
useful purpose. Sieves are made by puncturing holes. 
Thousands of dust pans are made from the cans by 
removing one side, curving two sides, and attaching 
a large wooden handle. Baking and cooking utensils 
of all kinds are also skillfully manufactured, and may 
be seen in thousands of homes. For storing articles of 
food against ant onslaughts the tin can is a blessing. 
Hundreds of men are engaged in manufacturing from 
tin cans funnels, pepper and salt casters, cocoanut and 
nutmeg graters, lantps, biscuit tins, tea and coffee pots, 
ladles, mugs, cake patties, Chinese pipes, oil pumps, 
money boxes, and the framework for false teeth. So 
necessary has the American tin can become to these 
people that to. be deprived of its manifold uses would 
cause a real hardship.

HARDWARE. 

For the past week there were no developments of 
special interest in the market for hardware. The usual 
quiet incident to the season is being witnessed, and the 
market continues steady. Only small orders have been 
placed by manufacturers and jobbers, covering mostly 
certain lines of hardware to complete assortments of 
consumers. Inquiries from exporters were fair and 
prospects for increased orders are very encouraging. 

The situation in wire nails is unchanged from that 
noted last week, when prices were reduced by the lead- 
ing manufacturers. Cut nails continue in slow request. 

The base price of wire nails at the mill for jobbers 
is $1.70 per keg. The base price is $1.70 at the mill 
for full carloads and $1.75 at the mill for less than car- 
loads. The base price of cut nails at the mill for job- 
bers is $1.85 per keg. The base price is $1.90 for full 
carloads at the mill and $2.00 for less than carloads 
at the mill. 

In the Chicago market wire nails are quoted as fol- 
lows: Wire nails, jobbers’ car lots, $1.88; retailers’ 
car lots, $1.95; $2.co out of store; painted barb wire, 
jobbers’ car lots, $1.88; retailers’ car lots, $1.95, with 
30 cents for galvanizing; plain wire to jobbers in car 
lots, $1.88; and to retailers in car lots, $1.95. 

Copper slating nails are quoted at 22 cents a pound 
net. 

Linseed oil has gone up in price. Since last fall the 
wholesale price has increased almost 80 per cent, and 
oil is selling for 86c per gallon, the highest quotation 
on record. It sold for 48c per gallon no longer ago 
than September. Trade authorities state that the pre- 
vailing level of prices has been dictated solely by the 
short supply of flaxseed both in this country and 
abroad. Previous to 1909 the average flaxseed crop 
of the United States was between 25,000,000 and 27,- 
000,000 bu. Last year it dropped to 19,000,000 bu. and 
Argentina’s production was also less than normal. As 
a result it is estimated that the stock of linseed oil or of 
flaxseed counted as oil, was, on July 1, 10,000,000 gal- 
lons less than at the same period last year. It was ex- 
pected that this year a 30,000,000 bu. flaxseed crop 
could be counted upon, but abnormally dry weather has 
cut down the anticipated production by over 10,000,000 
bu. The normal annual increase in the consumption of 
linseed oil is about to per cent, a fact which aggravates 
an already serious situation. In fact, it is claimed that 
without the 5,000,000 bu. of flaxseed. which have been 
imported into the country since February 1, there 
would be no surplus stock of linseed oil. The price of 
linseed oil has a most direct bearing on the cost of 
production of lead. For every 100 lbs of lead ground, 
8 Ibs of oil are used. This is equivalent to 21 gallons 
per ton. 





TIN PLATE. 
The tin plate market is still active, with prices un- 
changed. Production for this month is expected to ex- 
ceed that of July last year. The price of tin plate to re-

SHEETS. 

Concessions are still reported on black and gal- 
vanized sheets, though blue annealed is firm in price. 
Demand for sheets continues heavy. The Chicago 
price to retailers is $4.10 out of store for roo-pound No. 
28 gauge, galvanized. 

COPPER. 

A stronger market is noted for ingot copper, and 
most of the selling agencies are now holding elec- 
trolytic at around 12%c. There has been an increased 
demand from consumers, but the leading factor in 
bringing about the firmness has been the renewed talk 
of curtailment in the production. Reports are some- 
what conflicting as to the extent of the recent buying 
movement, but it appears to have been of fair propor- 
tions, though possibly not enough to warrant the rosy 
views entertained by some of the more optimistic specu- 
lators in copper shares. 

Some of the larger agencies are reported to be sold 
ahead, in some cases into September, and occasionally 
a quotation is heard of 125éc for electrolytic. This 
generally comes, however, from some agency which 
has no more spot copper to offer. Predictions are be- 
ing freely made that the coming report of the Copper 
Producers’ Association will make even a more favora- 
ble impression than the last one, with this difference, 
and that the improvement this time will be credited to 
domestic buying and not to the exports. 





SPELTER. 


The spelter market is weak and unsettled, with lower 
prices being quoted, especially in the St. Louis market. 
Consumers claim to be doing 5c or better for large lots, 
but most of sellers are still nominally quoting 5.05¢c. 
The New York quotation is 5.35c for spot and 5.20@ 
5.22¥42c for August and September. London quotes 
£22 Tis 3d. 


LEAD. 


The lead market is very dull, but prices are firmly 
held, and there seems to be little prospect of an early 
change. The American Smelting & Refining Co. is 
still quoting 4.40c New York. Outside interests con- 
tinue to quote 4.50c for spot in New York and 4.47'4c 


for futures. London quotes £12 11s 3d. 





SHEET ZINC. 
Sheet zinc is quoted as follows: Cask lots 74@ 
8c ; less than cask lots, 8344@9%c. 





ALUMINUM. 
Business in aluminum was solely confined to with- 
drawals on outstanding orders, which covered sizable 
quantities. 
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Carload lots, per Ib, closed as follows: No. 1 pure 
ingot, for smelting, 24c ; base price, rods and wire, 3Ic; 
sheets, 33¢. 


ANTIMONY. . 

Under liberal offerings of ordinary brands the anti- 
mony market continued easy, with prices quoted en- 
tirely nominal and lower on Cookson’s. 

Prices are 8.00@8.12% for Cookson’s, 7.8744@ 
8.12% for Hallett’s and 7.1214@7.37% for ordinary 
brands. The London market is auoted at £29 for Hal- 
lett’s and £28 for ordinary brands. 





IRON BARS. 

A quiet and featureless market for iron bars was 
noted. Aside from moderate withdrawals on orders 
outstanding, dullness was apparent with prices closing 
unchanged. 

Quotations are as follows: $1.50@1.55 for best re- 
fined bars and $1.45@1.50 for ordinary. 


COKE. 

Trade in coke continues quiet and buying is mostly 
for spot and last half delivery. There is some furnace 
business pending. In Pittsburgh a large number of con- 
tracts since.the opening of the month have been placed 
for a year’s requirements. 

For standard Connellsville, 72-hour foundry coke, 
$2.25@2.50 is asked for the second half of 1910 and 
first half of 1911. Furnace standard 48-hour Connells- 
ville coke is quoted at from $1.70@1.80 for shipment 
over the second Half of this’ year. 


STEEL. 

A quiet tone is noted in the demand for finished 
steel, not only in the leading lines, but alse in those af- 
fected by the reductions noted a week ago. Considera- 
ble disappointment is expressed over the failure of the 
reduction in the prices of wire to bring out the ex- 
pected volume of new business. Buyers continue in- 
different, and already there is talk of a further read- 
justment of prices. 


PIG IRON. 

There is a fair amount of inquiry in the pig iron mar- 
ket, and a reasonable number of the curent inquiries 
result in actual business. The foundry men are show- 
ing more interest in the market, and are disposed to 
cover their needs for the balance of the year as far as 
possible.. There is talk of still further curtailment, as 
production is still claimed to be considerably in excess 
of consumption. 

Consumers are fairly well supplied for the remainder 
of the current quarter, but there are some inquiries for 
iron to be delivered over the last half, and a considera- 
ble tonnage is to be covered for the last quarter. There 
begins to be some inquiry for deliveries to be made 
after the first of the year. and in some cases interest is 
being shown in deliveries as far forward as July, 1911. 
As a rule, however, the furnaces are not willing to 
quote so far ahead, and there is considerable difference 
between buyers and sellers as to value for next year 
iron. 

Low prices continue to be made on No. 2 foundry 
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iron, especially for southern irons. In the Alabama dis- 


- trict, No. 2 foundry iron is quoted at $11.50 ton, f. o. b. 


Birmingham, and it is said to be difficult to shade this 
figure on any business to go to eastern markets. The 
low figure is for deliveries during the third quarter. 
For later delivery $12 ton is being asked, though de 
liveries running through ‘the year might be had at 
$11.50@12 ton. 

In the Virginia district, sales are being made on the 
basis of $13.50 ton, Roanoke, with most of the furnaces 
looking for business at that figure. A slightly easier 
tone is noted on northern irons for early delivery, 
though for late deliveries all sections are asking more 
than for spot iron. The best northern furnaces are 
quoting $17.45 ton, New England delivery.

Rogers, Brown & Co., Cincinnati, say in their weekly 
report: 

“There are no developments of importance in the mar- 
ket during the last week. There is a steady flow of small 
business covering a large range in specifications, but it is 
mostly for spot or early shipment and mainly to fill out 
requirements which had not been previously properly taken 
care of. " 

_ “With the exceptioii of one or two lines, consumption 
is going on well and consumers’, yards are lacking the 
average stocks they generally carry. 

“Detailed report of pig iron production during the first 
half of the vear was slightly over 15,000,000 tons, which is 
a record. The falling off from June, which it is expected 
July will show, will be marked, and the first radical step in 
curtailment of production seems now to be well under way. 

“Prices are well established at minimum figures and 
there is less range in asking price than there has been. This 
has been productive of some business recently, but larger 
contracting is few and far between. 

“At present the crop situation is demanding the usual 
amount of interest and occupying the spot light position. 

“The manufacturers of agricultural implements and 
stoves particularly are proceeding cautiously and waiting for 
further assurance as to the crop reports. 

“Coke is still quiet with little doing. Prices are steady 
and in some directions there is a tendency toward improve- 
ment.” 


Matthew Addy & Co., Cincinnati, say in their week- 
ly report: 

“The market is not without its encouraging features 
in spite of the prevailing low prices, which in many cases 
mean that -the furnaces have to figure closely to get a 
new dollar in exchange for an old one. We find that all 
our coke contracts have the maximum shipments ordered 
on.them. And there is a demand for prompt shipment 
of coke that is hard to meet. This means that the coke 
is needed and that it is being used. It also means that 
iron is being melted at a great rate. There is no surer 
barometer of the use of iron than the demand for coke. 
for coke is used up at once and is never accumulated as 
is the case with iron, 

“As indicating a belief that iron is as low as it can 
go it is to be noted, that there is now a smart inquiry 
for shipment over the first half of 1911. It is difficult to 
induce furnaces to quote for this long forward shipment 
except at a decided advance over current prices. Then 
there has been a heavy inquiry from speculators who 
wish to buy and hold for an advance. 

“This week has been moderately active with fair 
sales and an indubitable increase in inquiry. Prices have 
quite a range and there is much pressure to sell, but pro- 
ducers are trying for as prompt deliveries as possible. 

“There are many well posted men in the trade who 
believe the worst of the storm is over.”
